Oar Eskimo Heigfibanrs. 

From a. letter written by a mis-' 
slonary amongst the Eskimos around 
Hudson Bay, we extract the following 
iilLeresting Items: — 

"During the last flvo ciontbs we 
have had nearly two hundred services 
for Indians, Eskimo, and the Rn<j!!=!>- 
speakSnE employees. oE the great Hud- 
son's Bay company. 

We hnd a sffial! hand of Esklnio 
st"yin£T £t the trwll^e' 'biibi, here -iur 
a few dajs. -. One q: them has jus.t ; 
written me a most touehing little.- 
note, saying how bad and sinful he 
feeis himself to be, and how he iong's 
io hear from his teacher the words of 
■Goodlb' (God) and 'Jesuse Chrlstuse.' 
The Eskimo language is very dlmcult 
to leam and to pronounce, and Is full 
Of long words. 'Heavenly host' is 
translated 'KillangmlugaBaekros.kala- 
uppok,' and this. is quite an ordinary 
oxample. 

Some time ago there used to be 
plenty of deer, so that the Eskimo 
. could kill enough for food, bedding, 
and clothes; but now it Is differcrt, 
*~ur,u^ - ins months Ol xjaCGJLuiiKi'f Jan- 
uary, and February especially, they 
know wnat it is to be, without even 
oil for thc-i; lamps. As a rule, they 
do not complain of ueiinj hungry un- 
til they have ■ heen wlthont food for 
three days. It ■ seems impossible to 
imagine what it must ;nean to bs 
without food and light Some nmy 
think this only an exaggeration of a 
few Isolated cases, but, I am sorry, 
to say, It is only too true' of many. 
Marvellous, to say, , the Eskimo, as a 
whole, are a very chcsrfuS jxeopte:-'

out in the^cold. unr^.ched. an^. !m-
